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$1.00 “FISH RESOURCES” ISSUE 


On February 1st, 1951, a newly de- 
signed $1.00 postage stamp will be 
issued by the Canada Post Office. 
The central subject of the new 
stamps depicts a typical fisherman 
in an open boat hauling in his net. 
This subject is surrounded by a wide 
border with a fishnet background up- 
on which are illustrated 16 varieties 
of fisheries products that are econ- 
omically important to Canada’s 
economy. 

The new issue postage stamp is in- 
tended to publicize the great wealth 
of fish resources found in Canadian 
waters, both coastal and inland. The 
design was created by artists of the 
Fairburn Art Studio and the stamp 
was engraved and manufactured by 
the Canadian Bank Note Company, 
both of Ottawa. 

The new postage stamp will re- 
place the current $1.00 postage 
stamp which depicts a Train Ferry 
that operates to Prince Edward 
Island. It is anticipated that the new 
design $1.00 stamp will be in use for 
several years. The new stamp will be 
the same size as the current $1.00 
stamp, approximately 116” x 1”, will 
be dark green in colour and will be 
available in panes of 50 stamps each. 

The new stamp will be placed on 
sale at the principal Canadian Post 
Offices on February Ist. 

This $1.00 postage stamp will be 
overprinted with the letter “G” as 
are all other stamps of the current 
issue, but will not be used in First 
Day Cover Service.

In packet #47 I mentioned having 
picked up the 5 and 15 denominations 
in black, and the 10 in red, of the 
Canada Excise tobacco’s, in card- 
board proofs. I neglected to point out 
that the black ones correspond to the 
black issue on which the third line 
of inscription reads “Semi-Monthly 
Return No.”, while the red one reads 
“Warehouse Entry No.”. 

Just recently I added the smaller 
size 1# denomination in red, and the 
14 # and %# in black, both also on 
cardboard. In these however the black 
ones are proofs bearing the Toronto 
office in large caps. 

These are all beautifully engraved 
products of the British American 
Bank Note Co., Montreal and Ottawa. 





#102—Queen Victoria Mourning 
Cover 

Just had the pleasure of adding a 
new one, this one a postcard,—wide 
black border,—Coat of Arms in Up- 
per left corner with “Queen Victoria” 
below together with year dates of her 
birth, accession and death. In Upper 
center “The Empire Mourns” — to- 
gether with three lines of poetry.

Feb. 3, 1901,—just a few days after 
her death.

Mostly About Plate Blocks 


By “Scotia” 














Last month I mentioned the diffi- 
culty of completing sets of OHMS 
overprint plate blocks. This month 
I am inclined to substitute “imposs- 
ibility” for “difficulty”! With con- 
siderable labour I have reached 99 
of the possible 120 positions, but the 
next 21 are going to be much tough- 
er. I was somewhat consoled by be- 
ing told by a correspondent that any- 
one with even 93 positions was 
“about ready for the Ontario 


Museum”! The champion in the field, 
to the best of my knowledge, is Mr. 


Douglas C. Lee of Vancouver with 
111 positions. 

In spite of my troubles, I was 
cheered by the acquisition of two 
sets of the 50c lumbering stamp. 
This stamp is moving up quickly, 
and owners of matched sets are not 
parting with them lightly. By way 
of contrast, both the dollar and fifty 
cent oil are available in all positions 
from Ottawa. Of course, the dollar 
is from the second printing, and the 
elusive missing period is definitely 
missing. These seem designed to 
reach a very high price. 

In the case of the fifty cent lum- 
bering I have a theory, already stat- 
ed elsewhere, that no lower left ex- 
ist without missing period. If I am 
wrong on this, I hope someone will 
set me right. I suspect that more 
lower lefts than upper rights are ex- 
tant. This does not mean that the 
missing period plate blocks are be- 
ing quoted at too high a price, but 
merely that upper positions are be- 
ing undervalued. I may say it is a 
situation which I do not believe will 
obtain for long! 

Going back to War Issue, I extend 
heartiest congratulations to Mr. G. I. 
apRoberts of Vancouver who has 
completed plate 2 of C7 and with it 
607 War Issue positions. This brings 
the number of known sets of plate 
2, C7, to seven, and only one other 
set is possible, to the best of my 
knowledge. 

This column should be dedicated to 
Vancouver, for my closing paragraph 
is concerned with the article on plate 
blocks of the 1930 issue written by 
Major K. H. White of that city for 
BNA Topics. It has not yet appeared, 
but is assured of a wide audience 
when it does. Major White is Presi- 
dent of the Plate Block Study Group 
of BNAPS and an authority on the 
subject. I have mentioned before that 
this issue is a neglected one, where 
sleepers abound, and I look for an up- 
surge of interest with the publication 
of this article.

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PLATE BLOCK TERMS 

Answering a recent query by a be- 
ginning stamp collector re plate 
block terminology Mr. D. C. Mac- 
Millan sends us the following: 

Canadian postage stamps are cur- 
rently printed in sheets of 400 (200 
for large size stamps such as the 10c) 
which are then cut down into sheets 
of 100 (50 for big’ ones) for issue to 
post offices and ultimate sale to the 
public. Each large sheet has a vert- 
ical gutter and a horizontal gutter 
through the centre. When these large 
sheets are cut along these gutters, 
they are divided into four smaller 
sheets, each of 100 stamps. At the 
corners of the large sheet, the plate 
number is printed. When the sheet 
is cut, we get four smaller sheets, 
each with a plate number at one cor- 
ner. The position of a plate corner 
block is designated by its position 
when looking at the sheet. Thus a 
block located at the top right hand 
corner of a sheet is designated upper 
right or UR. The same applies to the 
other three positions which are upper 
left (UL), lower right LR and lower 
left (LL). A number before a pos- 
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ition designation indicates a plate 
number. Pl. 6 UR would mean the 
upper right position on plate 6. A 
matched set is all the four positions 
for any one plate number or for two 
plates in the case of commemorative 
issues.

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Brief Biographies | 


by P. H. Johnson in the Stamp 
Herald, Kitchener, Aug. 5, 1927 


D’Arcy McGee 


Thomas D'Arcy McGee was: an 
eloquent Irishman, who after a some- 
what stormy career in which he took 
part in the insurrection of Smith 
O'Brien in 1848, was compelled to 


flee from Ireland. He escaped to the: 


United States and at length arrived 
in Montreal, where he started a news- 
paper and became very popular. He 
first entered the Canadian Parlia- 
ment in 1857. Being an Irishman he 
was “agin” the Government and con- 
sequently was allied with George 
Brown. In 1862 he became President 
of the Council under John Sandfield 
Macdonald. Later he changed his 
views, so that he came into close 
political and personal comradeship 
with John A. Macdonald. He was a 
member of the Tache-Msacdonald ad- 
ministration in 1864, and until Con- 
federation was accomplished. Then, in 
order that harmony might be restor- 
ed, and because someone else, whose 
reputation might embarass Macdon- 
ald, wanted the position he held, Me- 
Gee generously offered to withdraw 
from the Ministry, and his offer was 
accepted. In 1865 he visited Ireland, 
and while there vehemently denoun- 
ced Fenianism and the Fenians, This 
courageous attitude brought upon 
him the rage and hatred of a large 
bulk of that brotherhood, and prob- 
ably led to his assasination. He was 
killed on the night of April 7th when 
just entering his office in Ottawa 
after having attended a session of 
Parliament. This deed was ascribed 
to the Fenians. 





Sir Wilfred Laurier 


The career of this statesman is far 
more difficult to compress into the 
space we have at our command than 
to write. His life was filled with in- 
cident, and although his career is 
fairly well known, his history is too 
recent to make a fair criticism on. 
Therefore only the very briefest of 
sketches can be given here. 

Laurier, was the offspring of strict 
French Roman Catholic parents, but 
his education, sometime in a Protest- 


ant school, and his lodging with a 


Presbyterian. family during some of 


this time, undoubtedly had a perman- . 


ent influence upon his mind, and 
showed effects throughout the rest 


of his life. To be brief Laurier was.. 


opposed to Confederation. He made, 


some remarkable speeches in the Fed- 
eral House in defence of Riel and the 
French halfbreeds in the Red River 
rebellion. He was a strenuous oppon- 
ent to the construction of the Canad- 


lan Pacific Railway. The ultramon- - 


taine element of the Roman Catholic 
church in Quebec were always against 
him. In 1887 


party, his personal supremacy was 
shown by his long continuance in 


power. The chief features of his ad-. 


ministration were the fiscal prefer- 
ence of 3318 per cent in favour of 
goods imported into Canada from 


he became the first . 
French Canadian to lead a Federal 


Great Britain, the dispatch of Can-.. 


adian contingents to South Africa 
during the Boer War, the contract 
with the Grand Trunk Railway to 
construct a second transcontinental 
line from coast to coast (a volt face 
from his opposition to the C.P.R.) 
the assumption of Canadian Defence, 
the reduction of the postal rate, a 
tariff arrangement with the U.S.A. 
His attempt to bring in a Reciprocity 
bill caused his downfall, as the Can- 
adian people considered that recip- 
rocity with the U.S.A. was merely the 
thin end of the wedge of annexation. 

From this time on Laurier never 
regained the confidence of the Can- 
adian people, though they still rever- 
ed him for his many great works. 

A skilful party leader, an orator 
of no mean order, he held the affec- 
tions of his party. But he was an 
opportunist first, second and all the 
time. 

He died in Ottawa, 1919. 





Sir John A. Macdonald 


Sir John Alexander Macdonald was 
the first premier of the Dominion of 
Canada, was born in Glasgow, of 
Sutherlandshire parents. The family 
first settled in Kingston, Ontario, 
where he first made acquaintance 
with public business as an alderman 


of that city. in 1864 he was elected 
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as conservative member for Kingston 
and a sentence in his first address 
to the electors strikes the dominant 
note of his public career;—“I there- 
fore need scarcely state my firm be- 
lief that the prosperity of Canada 
depends upon its permanent connec- 
tion with the mother country, and 
that I shall resist to the utmost any 
attempt which may tend to weaken 
that union.” He was a member of the 
Reform Government which passed the 
Rebellion Losses Bill. This caused a 
riot in Montreal, which ended in the 
burning of the houses of Parliament 
in that city, with the ultimate result 
of the formation of a league with 
confederation of all the provinces of 
Canada as its objective. The Fenian 


raids across the American border and. 
other incidents of international grav- ` 


ity gave impulse to the movement, 
which was consumated in the fram- 
ing of the North American Act. 

Among the many benefits he show- 
ered upon Canada, must be mentioned 
the construction of the Canadian 
Pacific Railway. “The faith of Sir 
John,” said one of his biographers, 
“did more to build the road than the 
money of Mount-Stephen.” From 
1878 till his death in 1891 his history 
is practically that of Canada. 

Few political leaders had such a 
number of antagonistic elements to 
reconcile as presented themselves in 
the first Canadian parliament after 
Confederation. The man who could 
manage to rule a congress of jealous 
factions, including Irish Catholics and 
Orangemen, French and English anti- 
federationists and agitators for inde- 
pendence, Conservatives and Reform- 
ers, careful economists and prodigal 
expansionists, was manifestly a man 
of unusual power and without any 
bias toward any creed. Such a man 
Macdonald proved himself to be. He 
made Canada a nation. 





Robert Baldwin 


Robert Baldwin was a Canadian 
statesman, born at York (now To- 
ronto) 1804 of Irish parentage, was 
a devoted member of the Church of 
England. His advocating “responsible 
executive” on all and sundry occas- 
lons got him the soubriquet of “the 
man with one idea.” He was many 
times in office and as often resigned 
He steadfastly opposed any advanced 


views of the Liberal or Radical party, 
and was constantly in hot water. But 
even those who most bitterly attack- 
ed his measures, admitted the purity 
and unselfishness of his motives. Af- 
ter the concession of responsible gov- 
ernment, he devoted himself to bring- 
ing about a good understanding be- 
tween the English and French speak- 
ing inhabitants of Canada, and his 
memory is held as dear among the 


“French Canadians as in his native 


province of Ontario. He died Decem- 
ber, 1858. 





Lafontaine 


Sir Louis Hippolyte Lafontaine, 
Canadian statesman and judge, was 
born in Boucherville, Quebec, in 1807. 
He entered parliament in 1830 and 
became an ardent admirer of Pap- 
ineau, one of the leaders of the re- 
bellion of 1837. Lafontaine, however, 
did not approve of the violent 
methods of his leader, and though he 
disapproved these tactics, he became 
involved in the trouble of that time 
and was for a short time in prison. 
Later he collaborated with Robert 
Baldwin in forming a ministry, and 
it was during the ministry of Lafon- 
taine-Baldwin that the Amnesty Bill 
was passed, which occasioned grave 
riots in Montreal, personal violence 
to Lord Elgin, and the destruction of 
the Parliament buildings. He became 
chief justice of Lower Canada. Died 
February, 1864. 

Readers will have perhaps noticed 
that portraits of all the five men 
whose portraits we see upon the 1927 
Historical set of Canadian stamps 
were lawyers. 


ONE ERROR IN 300 STAMPS 


The following is taken from an 
article in the 1950 issue of “Quick 
Canadian facts”: 





The Post Office (Canada) exercises 
the utmost care to ensure that all 
stamp illustrations are technically 
and historically correct, and the de- 
partment believes it has committed 
only one error, a mistake in spelling. 
This occurred on the 1946 seventeen- 
cent blue special delivery air mail 
stamp. The first three hundred thous- 
and copies of this stamp (known as

Seven or eight years ago the late 
A. S. Deaville, chief at that time of 
the Philatelic Branch of the P.O.D. 
at Ottawa, arranged a meeting for 
the writer with Mr. P. J. Wood, vice- 
president of the Canadian Bank Note 
Co. and for a trip through their en- 
graving and printing plant. That we 
had not sooner committed our im- 


pressions to print regarding this trip 
was largely because of the unavail- 
ability of suitable illustrations. This 
summer the Imperial Oil Review con- 
tained some interesting articles on 
stamps and the illustrations appear- 
ing elsewhere in this issue. With 
their co-operation and that of the 
National Film Board, we have been 
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enabled to reprint these illustrations. 
To go with them we will, assisted by 
the few notes we made at the time, 
try to recall what still lingers in 
memory of a most interesting trip. 
Armed with our letter of introduc- 


tion we presented ourselves at the 
door of the Bank Note Co., where a 
guard met and detained us until our 
eredentials were verified. The very 
nature of their business limits admit- 
tance of visitors to such few as are 
vouched for by someone in authority. 
Even the staff of bank note printers 
are investigated and approved per- 
sonnel. 

Our credentials approved we were 
admitted and required to sign a 


register. A guide was assigned to us 


and accompanied us from point to 


point throughout the trip, which be- 
gan with the engravers. On this par- 
ticular day no stamps were being en- 
graved, but we were privileged to 
see an engraver working on a bank 


note die. To us it seemed a very tedi- 


ous occupation, calling for a steady 
hand and best of eyesight. His work 
desk, like the artist’s faced a window 
with shades arranged for best of 
lighting. We noticed that the piece of 
steel or die he was working on was 
about a quarter-inch in thickness. 
This we believe is the same thickness 
as used in the final printing plate. 
It's possible we were a bit awed in 
the presence of this skilled workman. 
To the uninitiated one stands as 
mystified as when watching a magi- 
cian. You see him but fail to under-

We did know, like 
most philatelists, that the black lines, 
or whatever color used, comes from 
ink in the lines or indentations of the

As mentioned, the printing plate 
has the subject to be printed rocked 
into the plate in multiple.

In the press room we made a point 
of seeing how plate wiping was done. 
Crepe paper the width of the plate 
coming from a roll is threaded 
through the press and is mechani- 
eally pressed against the plate at a 
point past where inking of the plate 
is done by rubber rolls. A quick os- 
cilatting motion of the mechanism 
holding the crepe paper rubs the ink 
from the plate. The plate then re- 
volves onward to print the sheet of 
stamps being run, and continues re- 
volving to repeat the operation over 
and over. 

The crepe paper, following use is 
carefully destroyed by burning.

From here on the story of the 
stamp was prosaic to us, probably 
because printing is our everyday oc- 
cupation and such things as perforat- 
ing, racking and storing the printed 
product carried less lure. The sheets 
of stamps we noted were perforated 
by a rotary perforator which is the 
last word in perforating. 

Of interest, however, was the 
method of counting the sheets of 
stamps as they were printed. Electric 
eyes placed about the presses operate 
counting machines in a locked room 
some distance from the presses. Our 
guide unlocked this room where we 
were confronted with a battery of 
counting machines attached to a wall. 
Ticking and clicking away like so 
many clocks these machines were re- 
cording the number of sheets going 
through the presses possibly 50 or 75 
feet distant. Great care has to be 
taken of the paper stock used as 
every sheet must be accounted for. 

As stamps are the main interest of

is made in soft steel with a hard steel roller. The operator shown 
here has just completed this process. 
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readers of this journal we will not 
mention bank note printing or other 
products made in the engraving 
plant. We will conclude by a brief 
mention of the ink used. This firm 


makes its own ink. The various in- 
gredients are procured in bulk and 
compounded in the plant. A chemist 
or expert prepares the formulas of 
the various colors. The different com- 
ponents of a given color are placed in 
vat-like grinding machines to be ro- 
tated, rolled or twisted for hours un- 
til the various chemicals are ground 
smooth as silk. Passing from one 
container to another with a rolling, 
twisting motion reminded us of the 


old-time candy maker at the county, 


fair who made taffy by pulling, wind- 
ing and twisting a mammoth roll of 
congealing candy suspended from a 
shoulder high hook driven into a tent 
pole. 

Like any sight-seeing trip one 
could wish to have more time to 
spend at it or to make a return trip 
as there is much to see or learn that 
cannot all be absorbed in one hurried 
trip.

Die I) appeared with an error in the 
spelling of the word “Expres”; the 
accent over the second “e” was the 
error. It was a circumflex rather 
than a grave accent. Commercial 
stamp dealers catalogue unused cop- 
ies of this stamp at seventy-five 
cents. 

An example of the care taken to 
ensure accuracy in drawings which 
appear on Canada’s stamps is the re- 
search that went into the illustration 
for the four-cent Newfoundland com- 
memorative, issued in 1949 and show- 
ing John Cabot’s boat, the Matthew. 
When the illustration was under dis- 
cussion the Post Office found that 
most painters made no attempt to 
duplicate exactly any particular ship 
of the period but used a standard 
drawing. The Post Office wanted to 
illustrate the Matthew and after some 
searching found that a man in New- 
foundland had been commissioned to 
produce a model of Cabot’s ship, and 
that he in turn had been obtaining 
details of the ship’s appearance from 


a man in Bristol, England, who had 
spent some years on research and 
building a scale model of her, 


The Post Office located the Bristol 
boat builder only to discover that a 
German bomb in the blitz of Bristol 
had destroyed the model and all of 
her builder’s sketches and notes. The 
Post Office search returned to New- 
foundland and a model of the Mat- 
thew was finally found. When the 
stamp was issued critics claimed the, 
name of the ship was misspelled, 
that according to the Enclycopedia 
Britannica. it had only one “t”. How- 
ever, the department answered the 
critics by producing a photograph of 
the bronze nlaque that stands in the 
Bristol harbour to commemorate the 
ship’s sailing. On the plaque the 
name is spelled Matthew. 

The stamp that has had the great- 
est appeal in Canadian history to col- 
lectors and the public is the four- 
cent commemorative 1947 stamp hon-, 
ouring Alexander Graham Bell: The 
Post Office, which has no explan- 
ation for the enthusiasm with which 
the design was greeted, disposed 
completely of its run of 25,050,000 
copies within a very short time. One 
stamp that slipped out more or less 
without notice, and which has sub- 
sequently appreciated considerably in 
value because of this lack of attent- 
ion, was the fifty-cent “Grand Pre” 
stamp issued in 1930. The stamp, 
blue in colour shows a picture of a 
small stone church with a statue, a 
monument to Evangeline, in the fore- 
ground. Although 2,811,400 copies 
were sold, collectors took quite a 
while to develop a liking for the 
stamp with the result that few copies 
were bought for collections and today 
an unused “Grand Pre” catalogues at 
$10.00. By comparison the ‘“Blue- 
nose” issue of 1928, also a fifty-cent 
blue and showing the famous schoon- 
er Bluenose under full canvas—some- 
times called Canada's most beautiful 
stamp and even the world's most 
beautiful stamp—received much at- 
tention at the time that it was issued 
and many copies were bought by col- 
lectors. Although 1,044,900 copies of 
the Bluenose were issued, half the 
number of the Grand Pre church, the 
Bluenose stamp is catalogued at 
$5.00, only half the price of the latter

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STAMP PAPER DISCOLORATION 





A correspondent sends us a letter 
received from the Canada P.O.D. an- 
swering a query about color variety 
in stamp paper. We quote from the 
letter as follows: 

“We have observed in our stocks 
that there are examples in all denom- 
mations where the selvedge of post- 
age stamp panes has been coloured 
with the ink used to print the stamp. 
This does not mean that the paper 
used is other than white normal 
postage stamp paper. 

“This is a minor example of faulty 
manufacture. After every impression, 
the plate is automaticlly wiped. If 
the wiping mechanism is adjusted 
too fine, sufficient ink is not trans- 
ferred to the paper to give a clear 
definition. If the wiping adjustment 
is coarse, some of the ink used to 
print the stamp is smeared across the 
plate, referred to by the manufact- 
urer as scum, and the result is the 
whole of the paper surface receives 
evidence of the colour of the ink.”
